' “You shall not press down upon 
the brew of labor this crown of thorns.

Convention Is Stampeded. 

The convention was stampeded for 
Bryan, who was nominated over eight 
‘other candidates on the fifth ballot, 
‘following a speech by a Georgia dele- 
‘wate in which the eloquent young ora- 
tor was referred to as “a Saul come 
to lead the Israelites to battle.” Sub- | 
sequently Bryan received the nomi- | 
nations of the people’s and the na- | 
tional silver parties. 

The nominee” broke all speaking 
‘records in his first campaign, travel- 
‘ing more than 18,000 miles and mak- 
‘ing about 600 speeches in 2¢ states. 
He polled 6,502,925 votes to Melsin- 
‘ley’s 7,104,779 and received in the 
‘electoral college 176-> votes to his op- 
jponent’s 271. Although defeated, Mr. 
| Bryan remained the leader of his 
jparty and after the Spanish-American 
(war in ISOS, in which he commanded 
[the third Nebraska volunteer infan- 
itry as its colonel, he opposed the per- 
imanent retention of the Philippine is- 
‘lands by the United States. 

In 1900. when again nominated for 
the presidency, he made “‘anti-imperi- 
talism’ the paramount issué but re- 
‘fused to omit an explicit party dec- 
|laration in fayor of free coinage of 
;silver in the party platform, This 
‘time he was defeated with a popular 
| vote of 6.358.155 as against 7,207,923 
for his opponent. He received 155 
‘electoral votes to MeWKinley’s 292, 

Mr. Bryan returned to Lincoln and 
istarted the publication of a weekly 
political journal cealled The Com- 
| moner. Four years later, 1904, al- 
ithough not actively a candidate for 
‘the nomination. which eventually went 
_to Judge Alton B. Parker, he vigorous- 
ly opposed democracy’s “conservative” 
fattitude. 

Keeps In Public Eye. 
The interim between this period 
‘and the next presidential election of 
11908 was occupied by Mr. Bryan, now 
lkpown by many of his followers as 
'“The Peerless Leader,” in several en- 
terprises that kept him in the public 
Notable among these was his 
‘trip around the world on which he 
'started September 21, 1905. Accom- 
panied by his wife, son and a daugh- 
iter, Mr. Bryan first went to Japan, 
iand China where he was hospitably 
entertained and made numerous ad-

Home Is Democratic Mecca. 

In hig first campaign his home in 
Lincoln was a mecca for prominent 
democrats, where Mrs. Bryan, a 
scholarly woman, formerly Miss Mary 
E. Baird, of Perry, Ill., who had 
greatly. aided her husband in his 
political career, was a charming 
hostess. ‘he Brvans had three chil- 
dren, one son and two daughters, 

Always in demand as a _ lecturer, 
especially at chautauquas, Mr. Bryan's 
income was augmented by his writings 
for newspapers and magazines and 
his authorship of several books. ‘The 
latter included “The First Battle” 
(1897) ; “Under Other Kags,’ 
1904): “The Old World and Its 
Ways,” (1907); “Heart to Heart Ap- 
peals,” (1917). In addition to his 
Nebraska home, Mr. Bryan, after his 
final defeat for the presidency, estab- 
lished residences in Asheville, N, C., 
and Miami, Fla. 

A few months before the time for 
the 1912 democratic national conven- 
tion Mr. Bryan publicly announced 
he would not be a candidate, declar- 
ing he was “ready to enter upon a 
campaign in behalf of a true democrat 
with even more vigor than that with 
which L have fought at any time on 
my own behalf.” 

Throws Strength to Wilson. 

Woodrow Wilson at this time was 
rovernor of New Jersey and had at- 
tracted the attention of the Nebraskan, 
it was said, by reason of his “pro- 
gressive’ legislation. The fight on 
the floor of the Baltimore convention, 
Brvan against the ‘Tammany 
matter of history. Despite the fact 
that Champ Clark, 
house of representatives, led on 2 
ballots for the nomination and had 
a clear majority of nine, which ordi-

During his term of office, because of 
an insult to the United States flag 
and the refusal of “Dictator’ Huerta, 
of Mexico, to fire a salute as an 
apology, American troops were. dis- 
patched to Vera Cruz, which was cap- 
tured April 21, 1914. Subsequently 
the soldiers and warships were with- 
drawn, Huerta was deposed. and a 
constitutional government under Ve- 
nustiana Carranza, who was favored 
by ethe administration, was set up in 


its stead. 


Relations Are Strained. 

At the height of the anti-alien land 
controversy in California, Mr. Bryan 
journeved to the Pacific coast, where 
he held several conferences with the 
governor and delivered speeches before 
the state legislature. 

Relations with Japan during this 
period were reporfed as somewhat 
strained. The upshot of the matter 
was that a new measure. known as 
the Webb bill. was drafted and passed. 
It modified the restrictions against 
the Japanese but evoked a _ protest 
from ‘Tokio. 

Mr. Bryan's resignation from 
cabinet, which occurred on June 
1915, came as a thunderclap out of a 
clear sky. It was known_ there had 
been disagreements between the presi- 
dent and his chief cabinet officer, but 
that the breach had gone beyond heal-

FACK POWDER. 

Heavy powders consist of barium 
sulphate with a finely powdered tal- 
cum. Light powders are usually starch

reason rice powder carelessly applied 
is likely to set up inflammation of the 
eyelids. and conjunctivitis.

Very 
few cheap powders contain lead car- 
bonate—which is a poison. Bismuth 
subcarbonate is the important ingredi- 
ent in so-called liquid powders. Bis- 
muth is comparatively harmless. 

The prolonged or habitual use of 
face powder is without serious obje:- 
tion from the bvgienic viewpoint. The 
notion that powder. tends to “clog the 
pores” is wholly imaginary.

Georgia's Taxation Problem 


BY JUDGE ENOCH H. CALLOWAY. 


Classification and Segregation Constitutional Amendment the 
Only Fair and. Equitable Change in Georgia’s Tax System. 


If the intangible personal property | 
owned by the people of Georgia 
amounts to as much as three billion 
dellars, as is estimated from all the 
available statistics and information at 
hend. one mill levied upon this class 
of property for state tax purposes 


would yield an income to the state of 
three million dollars a year. An av- 
erage of two mills would yield ap- 
proximately six million dollars a year. 
whereas this class of property owned 
in Georgia for the year 1924 only 
paid, according to the tax commis- 
sioner’s report, S290,850 in taxes to 
the state, at a rate of five mills. 


It is true that a very small propor- 


tion of this property was returned by 
the owners, or placed on the tax digest, 
and such as was returned was re- 
turned at a very nominal value. In 
other words, the system of collecting 
taxes from this class of property is 
purely voluntary and can hardly be 
called a system. In like manner, the 
ecunties and cities of the state re- 
ceive proportionately a small revenue 
from this class of property. 


Therefore, it would be no hardship 
on the cities and counties and other 


local taxing authorities of the state 
to take from them the right to tax 
intangible property of this class, and 


if the state alone is permitted to tax 


this class of property, it can place 
ifs taxing rate so low that the tax 
will be no burden on the owner, no 
confiscation of his money in bank, 
his notes, aceounts, bonds or stock in 
non-resident corporations, and will 
(rive none of this property from the 
siate. Such a low rate of taxation on 
this class of property, 

poses only, 


thereby escape the penalties which the 
lawmakers can place in the tax stat- 
utes, and make its return and taxation 
effective. 

Such a classification tax would not 
injure business, would not place an 


undue burden on the owners of in- 
tangible property, and would cause 
ihis class of property to carry a 
proper proportion of the burden of 
state government, whereas it now pays 
vractically no taxes. The system for 
collecting ir would be very simple, as 
every taxpayer could easily “be re- 
quired, on blanks furnished, to make 
ai itemized return of all such property 
te the tax receivers of the state. 


Who among the taxpayers of the 


state will urge that the present sys- 
tem of taxation in Georgia should not 
be changed so as to make this large 
class of property carry its proper pro- 
portion -of the burdens of the state 
governmeiit ?
